Fere-en-Tardenois Under Fire

IN PRANCE, July 25.— (0 a. rn.)— 
Fere-en-Tardenois is under fire from 
Franco-American artillery and is be­ 
in*? heavily bombed by Allied aviators. 
The bombardment is seriously inter­ 
fering with the movement of enemy 
troops and material. 
(Fere-en-Tardenois is the most im­ 
portant railway and highway 
center 
within the Soissons-Rheirns 
salient. 
It is ten miles north and slightly east 
of C hateau-Thierry. 
The Allied lines 
are less than five miles to the west 
and only a little more than that to 
the south.) 
Heavy fighting is under 
way 
to 
clear Riz forest (northeast of 
Jaul- 
gonne) following the capture of its 
southern end during which additional 
guns and prisoners were taken. 
The brideghead of Jaulgonne 
has 
been enlarged 
appreciably. 
French 
ami American troops are advancing 
there despite sharp

tions. 
Tells Internal Hun Conditions 
While the Americans continue to 
progress east of Epieds and north of 
Jaulgonne, the H ermans are leaving 
hell iud them iii

Marne valley were endeavoring to aid 
their families at home when the Al­ 
lies struck.

Civilians are now allowed only 2UU 
gram s of meat a week. 
One boche came in with a tag on 
his ann which had been attached by 
his captors. 
It read, “This 
prisoner 
gave w ater to American 
wounded.” 
In addition to white bread, the Ger­ 
man was given a can of ' bully beef.” 
He said this ration would serve six 
men in the German army. As a re­ 
ward for giving w ater to our wound­ 
ed, the boche and his comrades were 
given twenty packages of cigarettes. 
The line beyond Epieds yesterday 
afternoon was the scene 
of 
heavy 
fighting, consisting mostly of clean­ 
ing up of villages and machine gun 
nests. 
I passed a battery of our heavy ar­ 
tillery which was firing while stand 
lug boldly in the open yesterday. 
A 
signal corps m an w a s stringing wire. 
Couldn’t Keep Up With Gun* 
‘ We've been chasing the damn a r­ 
tillery for two days and just caught 
them," he said,

and night, but Just as we would get 
the wire within reach of them new 
orders would come along for them to 
move on three or four miles. We have 
not had much sleep, but as long ate 
we’re going forward we're glad 
to

This particular battery completely 
wiped out a German battery which 
was retreating along a road far in 
the rear of the enemy lines. 
An ob­ 
server spotted a long line of wagons, 
trucks .and guns. 
The artillery open­ 
ed a withering fire and the caravan 
was quickly transformed into a pile 
of wreckage and shattered bodies. 
Blew Off Side of Hill 
At one point In the Jaulgonne re­ 
gion, the Germans had strongly forti­ 
fied the side of a hill. 
Machine guns 
were so thick they held up our ad­ 
vance. 
American artillery 
blew 
off 
the whole side of the hill. 
The scene 
of this action is now a terrible sight. 
Torn ground is sprinkled with smash­ 
ed machine guns and gruesome bits 
of arms, legs and human torsos. 
Even the veterinary corps is shar­ 
ing in the glory of the fighting, go­ 
ing far forward under shdll fire to 
'aid h) bringing back wounded to the 
operating and dressing room*. 
Prisoners continue to indicate the 
comparative confusion in the enemy 
ranks, being from numerous divisions. 
It is established that some divisions 
had been reduced to 3000 men (a loss 
of 75 per cent.) The prisoners are all 
hungry, the confusion wrought by Al­ 
lied Infantry preventing the Germans 
from bringing up supplies 
to 
their 
forward lines.

Normally, m e principal attention of 
the German general staff at this time 
should be centered on protection of the 
railway between Dismes and Fere-en- 
Tardenois, along which the troops in 
the Aisne-Marne salient are passing 
The Franco-Am enoans.are now within 
five miles of Fere-en-Tardenois, whose 
capture would he a m atter of serious 
concern for the Germans. 
Instead, however, of using what ini 
Dative he still possesses for the de­ 
fense of Fere-en-Tardenois, von Hin- 
denburg last night struck a blow near 
Dominus, where there 
lias 
been ne 
serious fighting since the present ser 
ies of Franco-American 
assaults 
be­ 
gan. It is scarcely conceivable that the 
Germans are developing a new offen­ 
sive toward Kpernay. 
The Dormans 
stroke is essentially a defensive m eas­ 
ure, destined to safeguard 
the 
Ger­ 
mans in the southern area of Hie Aisne- 
Marne salient. 
But such ar. expenditure of German 
man-power in this comparatively quiet 
district would not be made while the 
grave issues tire still 
undecided 
at 
Fere-en-Tardenois,

Instead of accepting so crude a chal­ 
lenge, General Foch i6 holding hack, 
patiently waiting for America’s next 
million to arrive before striking with 
his matured power. The present opera­ 
tions have immensely 
improved 
the

roadways to Baris. To persist in heavy 
sacrifices of life for secondary advan­ 
tages would be spectacular, but would 
not be sound strategy. 
If the losses 
are to come it is far better that they

The war department has ruled that baseball is a 
non-productive occupation, and a player of draft age 
must either get into some form of war work or join 
the army. 
Its decision follows hard upon the verdict 
of a draft hoard at Brighton, Mass., which has at­ 
tracted national attention. 
That verdict was rendered 
in the case of a Boston National League player, and 
represented a characteristic case. 
The war depart­ 
ment seems to have accepted the principles there laid 
down. 
There has been a general impression that nothing 
'would be done to interfere with professional base­ 
ball, at least during the present season. 
Devotees of 
the game have argued that it serves a useful purpose 
in providing wholesome recreation and keeping up 
the public morale, and is therefore, in a sense, ’‘pro­ 
ductive”. 
The Brighton draft board did noj agree 
with this view. 
It found that “the amount of recre­ 
ation and relief from stress and strain derived from 
baseball” by those who are going to war. or are en­ 
gaged in war work, has been "greatly over-estimated.” 
After careful inquiry into the patronage of the game. 
the board stated that there is not enough public inter­ 
est .shown in baseball this season to justify any .spe­ 
cial privilege for professional players, and they must 
accordingly expect to share in the sacrifices demanded 
of their fellow-citizens in other occupations. 
This, then, becomes the official view of the war 
department. 
It looks like a fair decision, to which 
the general public has not disposition to object. 
W e 
still like baseball as muMi as ever, but the war comes 
first. 
And the professional players can find ample 
scope for their talents in the war-zone army teams. 


LIQUOR OR COAL? 


The National Coal Association, representing the 
bituminous operators of the country, has been doing 
some plain talking about the liquor problem— which 
so far as they are concerned, is synonymous with 
the coal problem. 
Following the example of a smaller 
group of coal men in Ohio and Pennsylvania, the 
association informs the president and congress that 
it has come to a flat choice between alcohol and 
coal— that the nation may continue the liquor traffic. 
"o r have coal next winter, hut cannot possibly do lx>th. 
The normal output for the bituminous industry 
4. is about 400,000,000 tons a year. 
( )n account of the 
greater need, due to the speeding up of industries 
for the war, 500,000.000 tons are needed this year. 
The operators say they cannot produce the extra 
100.000,000 tons without the help of prohibition. 
They base their opinion not on mere casual 
observation of the drinking that occur* in mining 
Towns, with its deleterious effect on the strength and 
steadiness of the miners, and the difficulty of making 
up labor crews after pay days. 
They have made 
careful comparison, they say, over a period of three 
years, between “ wet” and “dry” conditions as they 
affect the mining industry, and find that without 
/exception the output in “dry” sections is larger. 
This is one of the most definite and serious in­ 
dictments ever brought against the liquor traffic. 
It 
^ill doubtless have its due effect at Washington, 
where sentiment for susj>ending tin* traffic for the 
duration of the war L already strong.

THE BIG FACT 


Perhaps the biggest news of the last few days 
has not been the announcement of the French* 
* American victory between the Aisne and the Marne, 
important as it was, hut the story of how the Ameri­ 
cans fought. 
They were on trial, thousands of miles from 
home, on a vast stage, with the eyes of the world 
upon them. 
W e knew the way they met the test 
would determine not only their honor and ours, hut 
the fate of civilization and the future of the world. 
They have met the test in a way beyond all 
praise. 
Our allies are exuberant in their delight and 
approval. 
It is still almost incredible, despite all the ac­ 
cumulated proof, that young men. taken from civilian 
life and given but a few months’ training, men who 
had never seen a battle Ik *fore, most of whom indeed 
I had never been under fire, could have plunged into 
that inferno with the courage and coolness they 
showed, and accomplished such results. 
Never was there 4 more striking exemplification 
of the spirit and energy that are America’s. 
Those 
lads were imbued with absolute determination to win. 
The war is not yet won, but it is decided. 
The 
decision has been rendered in the fighting of the 
pa^t week. 
The way our troops have fought has 
settled it. 
The road is still long and hard, hut the 
end is in sight. 
W e shall win, and win completely. 


THE “AirrOCHIR” 


Among the new words that have been put into 
service in the war zone is one invented bv Americans. 
It is “autochir” and, as explained in an American 
Red Cross Bulletin, is the name of a special motor 
truck train that carries a complete surgical hospital 
to the front. 
The last syllable of this word is the 
first syllable of the old word for surgical, “chirurgi­ 
cal”. 
The “auto” needs no explanation. 
1 
This particular motor truck train is interesting 
as an example of medical efficiency in the war zone. 
The train is composed of eighteen camions. 
It 
carries a fully equipped tent hospital of 200 beds in 
knock-down form but ready for quick setting up and 
use. 
In one truck goes a complete operating room 
that can be set up, bolted together and put in opera­ 
tion in a few minutes. 
It is followed by a sterilizing 
room which can be backed up against the completed
